CFG Is Given Photo Tour 
Of Metro Site Wetlands

A tour of the proposed Greenbelt Metro station and 
rail-yard sites and of the streams of the local watershed 
via two slide shows were the main features of the Citizens 
for Greenbelt (CFG) meeting on Tuesday, December 5. 
Th long-awaited results of the CFG logo contest were also 
revealed.

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil is holding a public meet¬ 
ing on the Greenbelt Metro- 
rail Transit Car and Inspec¬ 
tion Yard on Monday, De¬ 
cember 18 at 8 p.m. in the 
Municipal Building. Pre¬ 
sentations will be made by 
Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority 
(WMATA) officials and con¬ 
sultants. Council has invi¬ 
ted representatives of the 
Corps of Engineers, Envir¬ 
onmental Protection Agen¬ 
cy, U.S. Department of 
Interior’s Fish and Wildlife 
Service and the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter (BARC). In attendance 
also will be Prince Georges 
County Councilman Richard 
Castaldi, chairman of the 
WMATA Board. 

The 70-acre yard site adopted 
'by WMATA in 1986—called the 
Greenbelt Extension Yard Site— 
is located on BARC land, north 
of the Capital Beltway between 
Edmonston Road and the CSXT 
Railroad (formerly the B&O). 
The BARC Master Update Plan 
endorsed the use of the land for 
yards stating, “It is felt that the 
public benefit gained from a 
transit facility serving the region 
would offset the loss of some 
research space/' Those opposed 
to using the property for this 
purpose want to preserve the 
tract's extensive wetlands. 

Wetlands 

The Fish and Wildlife Service 
defines wetlands as lands where 
water is the “dominant factor de¬ 
termining the nature of soil de¬ 
velopment and the types of plant 
and animal communities living in 
the soil and on its surface. Fur¬ 
thermore, lands that are contin¬ 
ually, seasonally or periodically 
submerged and which support 
emergent or floating plants are 
also categorized as wetlands/’ 

Currently the Corps of En¬ 
gineers is reviewing a WMATA 
application filed in August 1988 
to fill wetlands on the BARC 
tract. (The Corps recently grant¬ 
ed two permits for the Greenbelt 
Station and Parking Lot located 
south of the Beltway and east 
of Cherrywood Lane.) Before 
making a decision on the aDpli- 
cation, the Corps will evaluate 
WMATA’s new design configura¬

tions for reducing the wetland 
acreage on the property and a 
plan for creating new wetlands 
on other BARC land. Modifica¬ 
tions being considered to reduce 
the amount of wetlands include 
cutting down the size of the 
Metro car turn-around loop and 
eliminating employee vehicle ac¬ 
cess to the yards from either 
Edmonston Road or Sunnyside 
Avenue by constructing a new 
road south of the Beltway ad¬ 
jacent to the railroad tracks. The 
road would run beneath the Belt- 
way and connect with the yards. 

In the decision-making process 
the Corps must also consider 
recommendations by various gov¬ 
ernmental agencies such as EPA. 
Fish and Wildlife and the Mary¬ 
land Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

EPA Concerns 

EPA environmental scientist 
Peter Stokely told the News Re¬ 
view that “We still have concerns 
about the impact of the yard 
location and are particularly in¬ 
terested in the (new) design al¬ 
ternatives to minimize the amount 
of wetlands needed// 

In October 1988 Stokely had 
described the 70-acre site as “one 
of the largest wetlands of its 
type still existing in Maryland 
today/’ At that time he recom¬ 
mended that WMATA investigate 
alternate sites for the station 
and yards, particularly the in¬ 
dustrially zoned A.H. Smith prop¬ 
erty east of the CSXT tracks, 
south of the Beltway and north 
of Greenbelt Road. 

A further analysis of the A.H. 
Smith land, conducted by WMA¬ 
TA consultants Wallace Roberts 

Surplus Food Distribution 
Rescheduled by County 

The Prince George's County 
Department of Social Services has 
postponed its food distribution 
program and re-scheduled it for 
Wednesday and Thursday, De¬ 
cember 20-21 from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m. at the Municipal Building, 
25 Crescent Road.

$12,030 for two people, $15,090 
for three people or $18,150 for 
four people.

and Todd, concluded that (1) 
there would be more impact on 
A.H. Smith wetlands and flood 
plain and on Indian Creek than 
would be caused on wetlands by 
other alternatives, and (2) any 
change in sites would result in 
delaying the completion date of 
the Greenbelt terminus scheduled 
for late 1993 and would result in 
sharp increases in capital costs. 

The consultants’ report stated 
that any delay would deprive 
residents of the “convenience and 
access of public mass transit” 
and would delay the “onset cf 
regional air quality benefits re¬ 
lated to Metrorail operations.” 

According to WMATA’s July 

1988 Environmental Assessment 
on the Transit Car Service and 
Inspection Yard and the March 

1989 Alternatives Analysis, the 
“most suitable alternative” for 
the yards is the 70-acre BARC 
tract between the Capital Belt- 
way and Sunnyside Avenue. This 
site was selected on the bases 
of “permitted and compatible 
uses with existing zoning and 
area master plans/’ of being 
physically separated from adja- 
cent communities by the Capital 
Beltway afld CSXT tracks, of 
not “resulting in any commercial 
or residential displacements or

At its December 4 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council agreed to hold a 
public meeting on the pro¬ 
posed Greenbelt Metrorail 
Transit Car and Inspection 
Yard on Monday, December 
18 and approved a Charter 
Amendment Resolution per¬ 
mitting the use of a mort¬ 
gage to finance the purchase 
of Parcel 1. 

Petitions 

The meeting began with coun¬ 
cil accepting two citizen petitions. 
In the first, Charles P. Hagel- 
gans stated that a campaign flier 
distributed by Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld and council members An¬ 
toinette K. Bram and Edward 
Putens contained statements that 
conflicted with the official rec¬ 
ords of the city. In the flier, the 
three stated that council had 
opposed the high-rise apartments 
proposed for the Sunrise tract at 
both the January 28, 1985 council 
meeting and in November 1985. 
Further, according to Hagelgans, 
Weidenfeld had stated at the 
November 13, 1989 council meet¬ 
ing that council had been on 
record as opposing the apart¬ 
ments since 1985, 

Hagelgans disputed this claim. 


The 36 entries in the logo 
contest from 16 contestants were 
on display at the meeting. Alan 
Freas, the coordinator of the 
contest, explained that the first 
time the contest was run the 
judges expressed dissatisfaction 
with all the entries because they 
were too complex. 

The current entries, however, 
were spare and clean, and many 
featured the CFG letters in sim¬ 
ple shapes or patterns. 

The winner displays the let¬ 
ters CFG in a circle; behind the 
letters and spreading outside the 
circle is a pine tree. The artist, 
Jan Reber, will receive $100. 



The second prize of $50 will 
go to Randy Baker for a more 
complex design featuring CFG 
letters over a tree within a cir¬ 
cle inscribed on the points of the 
compass. 

Metro Slides 

The main attraction of the 
meeting was the slide show of 
the future Greenbelt Metro site, 
the railyard site adopted by 
Metro in 1986, and the A.H, 
Smith property. Rick Meetre, 
who took the slides, made the 
presentation. He said he had 
sought to gather all the informa¬ 
tion he could on the Greenbelt 
Metro station during the last 


He pointed out that the minutes 
of the November 4, 1985 council 
meeting describe council as tak¬ 
ing no position on the apart¬ 
ments, In addition, a May 14, 1986 
letter from Weidenfeld to Coun¬ 
ty Executive Parris Glendening 
said that council did not oppose 
the Sunrise development. 

“For the sake of accuracy and 
accountability to Greenbelt citi¬ 
zens,” Hagelgans asked that the 
three council members explain the 
discrepancies he had pointed out. 
Council referred the petition to 
staff for comment. 

Wildlife Preserve 

Recent council candidate Rod¬ 
ney M, Roberts, reminding coun¬ 
cil that he had “warned ya’ll that 
I’d he around,” presented a pe¬ 
tition from the Committee to 
Save the Green Belt. He said 
that the petition had been signed 
by approximately 800 Creenbelt- 
ers and over 300 non-residents. 

The petitioners call upon coun¬ 
cil to “protect the remaining 
green belt known as Parcel 1, 
Parcel 2 and the 72 acres, by 
, « . making the land a forest 
and wildlife preserve. The or¬ 
dinance would require that the 
land remain entirely wooded and 
kept in its natural state.” 

Marsha Barrett asked how the 
United States could ask Brazil 


few weeks. 

Meetre first showed slides of 
the adopted site of the rail yard 
north of the Beltway, west of 
Capital Office Park and east of 
the CSXT railroad tracks. Part 
of the site is fields and part 
on wetlands that surround Indian 
Creek. Several attractive shots 
showed the wetlands and fields. 
The creek could be seen flowing 
through a wood of mature trees. 
One shot showed Red Maple 
trees and the ground below cov¬ 
ered with grass. 

Then Meetre showed many 
slide shots of the A.H. Smith 
property. Situated north of 
Greenbelt Road, south of the 
Beltway and east of the CSXT 
tracks between Springhill Lake 
and Hollywood, the property had 
been considered as one of the 
possible sites for the Greenbelt 
Metro station and yards. 

The views of the property 
showed trucks, piles of sand and 
dirt, equipment, warehouses and 
silos. People occasionally com¬ 
mented upon the slides. 

One shot showed slabs of con¬ 
crete and hardpan soil. Robert 
Boone of the Anacostia Water¬ 
shed Society said this was where 
concrete trucks came to be 
washed out. The residues flow 
into Indian Creek and change the 
pH—the acidity. 

Another shot showed a huge 
field of puffy looking grass, typi¬ 
cal of wetlands. 

The views of the part of the 
property by Indian Creek showed 
small trees and grassy high banks

to forego development revenue 
and protect the Amazon rain for¬ 
est when the city “cannot agree 
to save 184 acres from city de¬ 
velopment for recreational or 
other uses.” She said that she 
wanted her “next tax dollar to 
go to improving our nation’s air 
quality . , . not to ballfields,” 

Doug Love said that the most 
important feature of the green 
belt for wildlife is that it is not 
cut into “smaller and smaller 
pieces” by “asphalt trails/’ He 
urged council to take the oppor¬ 
tunity to preserve this unbroken

But su^h feelings 
are certainly no justification for 
personal attack. 

The election is over and the 
people of the city must be drawn 
together so that we may unitedly 
meet the many problems we face. 
To better the climate among the 
citizenry, at the very least, an 
apology is due Ruth Kastner. 

But let us return to the Nev)s 
Review. Was the Kastner letter 
refused because it named the 
individuals responsible for the 
unjust attack? Nothing in that 
letter anywhere near approached 
libel. There was no reason on 
that score for the News Review 
to refuse to publish it. In effect, 
the News Review censored the 
letter. 

It is not (the News Review's) 
function to be the eternal media¬ 
tor or defender of the establish¬ 
ment. It is outrageous that a 
citizen has to purchase advertis¬ 
ing space in order to have the 
benefit of a free press. 

I deeply regret the need I have 
felt to write this letter and I 
hope for change for the better.

Xmas Fire Safety Tips 

Christmas trees, lights, and 
decorations are flammable, and 
each must be checked to assure 
safety. There are certain steps 
people can take to avoid a Chris- 
mas disaster, and the Maryland 
State Fire Marshal has released 
these helpful holiday safety tips: 

For Christmas trees — it i/ 
important-to keep the tree mob f 
so that it won't dry out and 
become a fire hazard. To do 
this, cut one inch abov« 
original cut on the trunk ai.d 
place it in "sugar water” th t 
will aid in keeping the tree moist 
Also, don't place the tree close 
to furnace vents, electrical board 
or any other heat source. When 
the tree shows signs of drying 
out, dispose of it. 

For lights — cords must be 
checked for cracks or exposed 
wires, before using them. When 
cheeking the lights, look for U.L 
(Underwriters Laboratory or F. 
M. (Factory Mutual), When peo¬ 
ple are not going to be home or 
in the room, they should turn off 
the lights. 

For decorations — look for 
flame resistant or retardant la¬ 
bels on wreaths, garlands, or 
candle lights. If real candles are 
used, be sure to put them out 
before leaving the room, and 
wrapping paper should be dis¬ 
posed of outside the home as 
soon as possible.

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disruptions” and of having the 
‘‘■least environmental and social 
impacts.” 

The 1988 WMATA report noted 
that the adopted yard location 
was among three sites initially 
studied. Rejected was a site be¬ 
tween the Capital Beltway and 
Greenbelt Road, east of the 
CSXT tracks (A.H. Smith) 
which, the report stated, would 
require locating the station south 
of Greenbelt Road and north of 
Berwyn Road and result in “sig¬ 
nificant traffic congestion in ad¬ 
jacent residential and commer¬ 
cial areas” as well as impact on 
Greenbelt Road traffic. 

A site for the yards (BARC 
North), north of Sunnyside Ave¬ 
nue and east of the CSXT tracks 
was also rejected because of the 
“potential greater adverse en¬ 
vironmental and social impacts.” 
This site was not compatible with 
the BARC Master Plan. 

A “No Build” alternative was 
termed unacceptable because 
“The Yard is necessary for the 
safe and efficient operation of 
both the Greenbelt (E) Route 
and the Metrorail System.” 

Alternative Yards 

WMtATA's voluminous March 
1989 study considered 20 yard 
alternatives on nine sites. In 
assessing the sites, various cri¬ 
teria were used such as techni¬ 
cal feasibility, logistics, environ¬ 
mental, water and air quality, 
noise impact, and capital and de¬ 
lay costs. 

Included in the study was prop¬ 
erty located between the Belt- 
way and Greenbelt road, east of 
the CSXT tracks. Part of the 
land is owned by WMATA, part 
by A.H. Smith. A combination 
of the station and yards in var¬ 
ious configurations was evalu¬ 
ated. All possibilities were con¬ 
sidered unacceptable and “found 
to have more significant impacts 
to the aquatic ecosystem” than 
the currently adopted Greenbelt 
Extension Yard north of the Belt- 
way. The report noted that there 
would be increased costs in any 
relocation of the yards and sta¬ 
tion on the A.H. Smith/WMATA 
tract, and that in terms of the 
start of operations on the Green 
Line there would be a 42-to 
48-month delay. 

Another alternative yard loca¬ 
tion, “ERCO”, was also charac¬ 
terized as unacceptable. This pri¬ 
vately-owned site is located to 
the east of the CSXT Railroad 
corridor approximately one-half 
mile south of the Metrorail Col¬ 
lege Park Station. The report 
stated that this alternative was 
not as safe and efficient for 
trains entering and leaving the 
yard as the adopted location. It 
was determined that scheduled 
Green Line metro service opera¬ 
tion would become complicated 
because the ERCO site is “lo¬ 
cated inbound of the Greenbelt 
station terminal.” Capital costs 
would be higher and any location 
of the yards to the ERCO site 
would cause a delay of approxi¬ 
mately 42- to 48-months. 

Still another yard alternative 
studied was the privately-owned 
Contee property located east of 
the CSXT railroad corridor ap¬ 
proximately 5.5 miles north of 
the adopted yard. This alterna¬ 
tive would require further au¬ 
thorization by Congress for ex¬ 
tension of the Metrorail system. 

The study found it was not 
feasible to locate part of the 
yard facilities off the Metrorail 
Red Line in order to build• a 
smaller yard at the adopted 
Greenbelt Extension Yard site. 
An alternative, “BARC West”, 
located north of the Beltway and 
easv and west of the CSXT 


Landscaping Has Begun 
For New Police Facility 

The city's horticulture crew 
has begun landscaping the new 
police facility with the re¬ 
cent planting of five red maples, 
seven lindens in the parking lot, 
and a row of redbud trees. Ac¬ 
cording to city Horticulturist Bill 
Phelan, plans call for the use of 
planting materials in simple, 
large masses to set off the build¬ 
ing. Shrubs and perennials, in¬ 
cluding lavender and black-eyed 
Susan, will ornament the front 
and sides, together with Nandina, 
a shrub with bright red fruit 
and leaves in winter. 

Trees will be placed in the 
islands of the parking lot, and a 
row of white pines will screen the 
chain-link fence and parking lot 
near the rear gate. Phelan noted 
that the rest of the planting will 
probably be postponed until 
spring, now that snow has fallen.

Purpose of Yard 

The Greenbelt Transit Car Ser¬ 
vice & Inspection Yard is de¬ 
signed to be used as both a ter¬ 
minus for the Green Line and a 
utility yard for approximately 
280 .Metro cars with loop tracks 
for moving and reversing transit 
cars. Also included in the design 
will be a service and inspection 
shop, interior and exterior tran¬ 
sit-car cleaning and washing fa¬ 
cilities, a car painting and fib¬ 
erglass repair facility, a traction 
power substation, a tie-breaker 
station, a parking lot and out¬ 
buildings. 

To reach WMATA’s preferred 
location, transit cars will pass 
beneath the Capital Beltway and 
enter the yard on lead tracks 
running adjacent to the existing 
CSXT Railroad.

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Federal Help Forthcoming 
For Parcel 1 Acquisition 

by Virginia Beauchamp 

Maintaining Greenbelt/s Parcel 1 as undeveloped forest 
land, long a dream of the citizens of this community, came 
a little closer to reality, city officials learned last week. 
Notification of this desired outcome arrived in the form of 
a letter to Mayor Gii Weidenfeld from Congressman Steny 
Hoyer and U.S. Senators Paul S. Sarbanes and Barbara A. 
Mikulski. 


According to this letter, an 
agreement has been worked out 
between the National .Park Ser 
vice and Maryland State Highway 
Administration to exchange land 
of equal value “to assist the City 
in the preservation of this open 
space/’ SHA had already ac¬ 
quired federal park land in the 
southern part of Prince Georges 
County to redesign and improve 
the safety of the highway inter¬ 
change between Route 295 and 
Route 210, the Indianhead High¬ 
way. This reconfiguration, called 
the “S curve” project, has re¬ 
cently been completed. 

How Much Land? 

At the present time it is not 
clear exactly how much acreage 
of the 100-acre Parcel 1 tract 
can be acquired in this exchange 
nor exactly which property may 
be involved. Also not clear is 
who would own the parkland— 
the city of Greenbelt or the Na¬ 
tional Park Service. According to 
an accompanying letter from 
NPS to Congressman Hoyer, 
who worked out arrangements 
for the land swap, “we feel that 
the protection of this land will 
not only add to the quality of 
life in the city of Greenbelt but 
would enhance the protection and 
integrity of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway/’ (The 
Parkway is owned and main¬ 
tained by NPS.) 

City Manager James K, Giese 
speculated that if NPS plans tr 
own the land outright they may 
choose to own property contigu¬ 
ous to the highway, now owned 
by the city, and that * further 
land exchange would have to be 
worked out between Greece It

and NPS. Also not clear is the 
value placed on the land which 
NPS gave up to SHA for the 
highway interchange. Various fig¬ 
ures have been provided, ranging 
from $200,000 to $500,000. 

Hearing Scheduled 

Since the value of the Parcel 
1 property will determine how 
much acreage can be purchased 
in this exchange, the process of 
the land’s appraisal will be im¬ 
portant. Already scheduled on 
February 20 is the city’s con¬ 
demnation suit against the prop¬ 
erty, to he heard before a jury. 
Such a hearing authorizes the 
transfer of private land to the 
city for public purposes and sets 
the dollar value for the land. The 
land is currently owned by Bur¬ 
ton J. Reiner, Theodore N, Ler- 
ner and H. Max Ammerman. 

According to Giese, SHA and 
NPS may or may not agree with 
the land valuation established at 
the February hearing. They may 
prefer to conduct a separate 
appraisal. 

At the present time most of 
the details concerning this land 
swap seem murky at best. What 
does seem clear is that Green¬ 
belt has had a big boost from 
the State of Maryland and the 
federal government in reacquiring 
an invaluable part of this com¬ 
munity’s original greenbelt.

Sheldon Goldberg, while not 
opposing the petition, suggested 
that future petitioners.expand the 
scope of their requests for nro- 
tection of open space beyond 
the original core of the city to 
Greenbelt East where “there are 
a lot of trees being cut all the 
time.” 

Mortgage Financing 

Council unanimously approved 
a charter amendment permitting 
the city to finance the purchase 
of Parcel 1 with a mortgage 
loan. Although the ordinance does 
not specifically mention Parcel 
1, it is written so as to apply 
only to that property. Unlike 
bond financing, mortgage bor¬ 
rowing is not backed by the full 
faith and credit of the city. In¬ 
stead, it is j aeseuared; aolely by 
the value of the property fi¬ 
nanced. In return, however, a 
mortgage would probably re¬ 
quire payment of a higher in¬ 
terest rate than bond financing. 

Metro 

At its November 20 meeting, 
Rick Meetre asked council to in¬ 
vite the Washington Metropoli¬ 
tan Area Transit Authority (W- 
B|ATA) to a public^meeting on the 
environmental impact of the sta¬ 
tion. He requested information on 
options to reduce the wetland 
loss, including whether the yard 
could be placed on the A.H. 
Smith property. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
reported that, according to 
Cheryl Smith of the Corps of 
Engineers, permits have been is¬ 
sued for the Metro and commu¬ 
ter rail stations, but not for the 
train yard. The yard is to be 
built on land, some of it wetlands, 
currently part of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center 
north of the Beltway. The Corps 
of Engineers now has responsi¬ 
bility to review all projects in¬ 
volving destruction of wetlands 
and to determine what steps must 
be taken to minimize the loss and 
replace any wetlands lost. Giese 
said that the Corps is satisfied 
with the site proposed by Metro 
for replacement of wetlands, ard 
that the only issue to be* re¬ 
solved is the track radius in the 
yards. Metro had proposed a 
400 foot radius for the turns, but 
is willing to reduce that to 350 
feet. The Corps, however, seeks 
a reduction to 300 feet. 

Metro representatives wer* not 
able to attend the council meet¬ 
ing. Instead, council agreed to 
hold a public meeting on Decem¬ 
ber 18 to discuss Metro’s plans. 

Bob Rashkin said he felt the 
citizens were being “bamboozled.” 
He disparaged the idea of a pub¬ 
lic meeting for Metro to tell the 
public “how they’re going to dis¬ 
turb the wetlands.” He objected 
to turning “perfectly good 
woods” into a “perfectly good 
swamp” and turning a perfectly 
good swamp into a Metro yard. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White pointed out that council 
had been the first to raise the 
wetlands issue with Metro and 
had objected to a proposed bridge 
through the wetlands. He said 
that when council had questioned 
the track radius, Metro officials 
had pointed out that reducing th? 
radius would increase the likeli¬ 
hood that residents would hear 
the trains turning. 

Giese noted that the decisions 
on the Metro site were ma ’? 
after extensive public hearings, 
but noted that these had taken 
place many years ago, when wet¬ 
lands issues were not of 'wide¬ 
spread concern. In addition, he 
said that if the subway had been 
constructed more rapidly, Metro 
would not have had to take any 
of the expensive mitigation meas¬ 
ures now planned. He said that 
most of the construction would 


not be in the wetlands, but that 

the track would cross and en¬ 
croach on the wetlands. 

Nevertheless, Bram noted that 
Metro will redirect the water, 
resulting in a stand of trees being 
flooded with five feet of water. 

The city manager mentioned 
that there had been suggestions 
in the press that the A.H. Smith 
property, adjacent to the station 
property, be used for the yards. 
However, Giese said that h^ has 
been informed that there are 
more wetlands on that property 
than on the proposed site. 

Roberts disputed the truth and 
importance of this observation. 
He said that what was once a 
large pond has now been filled 
in, and suggested that the owner 
is preparing the land for de¬ 
velopment. He called it a “dis¬ 
grace” that Metro would con¬ 
sider destroying wetlands on 
BARC land instead of where 
already destroyed. (The property 
is currently a gravel yard.) 

Rick Meetre disputed Giese’s 
report of the status of the Corns 
permits for the yards. He said 
that he had checked with several 
of the agencies involved and that 
approval of the yards is not as 
close as Giese indicated. Giese 
responded that he was only re¬ 
porting what he had been told. 

The city will invite representa¬ 
tives of other agencies such as 
the Corps of Engineers, the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency, 
Fish and Wildlife, and BARC to 
attend the December 18 meet¬ 
ing. 

Council member Joseph Isaac3 
suggested that citizens submit 
their questions in writing in ad¬ 
vance so that Metro officials can 
respond, rather than putting the 
questioner off. 

7-Eleven Store 

On a 3-2 vote with Putens and 
Bram opposed, council approved 
a site plan for the 7-Eleven stcre 
to be constructed at the inter¬ 
section of Hanover Parkway and 
Good Luck Road by the Mark 
Vogel Comnanies. Although the 


entire council expressed a ‘osire 
for some other type of develop¬ 
ment on the site, the store is 
permitted under current zoning. 
Further, the developer was not 
required to submit the plan to 
council for approval, but did so 
voluntarily. 

The company argeed to incor¬ 
porate several changes recom¬ 
mended by the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board and city staff, such 
as using shorter light poies to 
reduce the amount of light on 
neighbors’ properties, adding a 
landscaped berm around the prop¬ 
erty to present a more pleasan* 
entrance to the city, modity the 
roof to screen the mechanical de¬ 
vices from neighbors’ views ami 
to modify their sign and color 
plans. 

Weidenfeld, council member 
Joseph Isaacs and White praised 
the developer’s willingness to 
work with the city, despite the 
fact that the city has no le^al 
right to approve or review the 
site plan. Given that the com¬ 
pany has the right to build the 
store regardless of the city's po¬ 
sition, the three voted for ap¬ 
proval of the plan in response 
to the developer’s cooperation. 

Putens and Bram voted nay 
with both expressing a desire 
for a different kind of develop¬ 
ment on the property. Putens 
urged construction of a bank, 
noting that the surrounding 
homes would be in the $200,000 
to $300,000 rangs. He said that 
there was not enough buffering 
around the property for that type 
of residential neighborhood. Steve 
Carl, of the M&rk Vogel Com¬ 
panies, reminded Putens that zho 
company had tried, unsuccess¬ 
fully, to find a bank tenant for 
the property. Bram supported 
Puten’s position and also wor 
ried that the store might attract 
crime and other late night prob¬ 
lems. 

Sheldon Goldberg spoke in fa¬ 
vor of the store. He noted that 
Greenbelt East residents have no 
convenient stores nearby. In¬ 


stead, they must venture into 
Greenway Center or stores fur¬ 
ther away, even to just pick up 
a loaf of bread. He felt that the 
7-Eleven could reduce some of the 
Hanover Road traffic. Putens 
disagreed, saying that the store 
would increase traffic volume and 
accidents in the area. 

J, Davis, chairperson of the 
Advisory Planning Board, reit¬ 
erated APB’s unanimous support 
for the plan. She pointed out the 
degree of cooperation shown bv 
the developer and urged council 
not to “slap the developer on tnc 
hand” for his efforts. She also 
argued that everything in the 
city has the potential for enme. 

Roy Dahl agreed, arguing that 
the city should support a de¬ 
veloper who has “bent over back¬ 
wards” to cooperate, 

Claudia Jones of New Carroll¬ 
ton argued for rejection of ; he 
plan since she would not want to 
buy a house next to a 7-Eleven. 
Doug Love suggested that the 
developer should contribute to 
a police station in Greenbelt 
East. 

Traffic Study 

Council agreed to hire Green- 
man Pedersen, Inc. (GPI) to per- 
form level of service analyses 
at the intersections of Greenbelt 
Road and the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway at Greenwa’' 
Center, Greenbelt and Mandan 
Roads, Greenbelt Road and Han¬ 
over Parkway, Hanover Park¬ 
way and Good Luck Road and 
Hanover Parkway and Ora G } er\ 
Drive, This work will cost ap¬ 
proximately $6,500. 

Putens urged approval of an¬ 
other project in the GPI bid 
investigation of the process by 
which the city could try to ob¬ 
tain a reduction in the speed 
limits in those areas with a 30 
m.p.h, limit. City Planning and 
Development Coordinator Celia 
Wilson said that the city staff 
could perform that study and 
promised a report by the end of

The meeting of the Greenbelt East Advisory Committee 
(GEAC) on Dec, 7, at Hunting Ridge, featured updates on 
ongoing issues of concern and planning for the new council 
session. The meeting was the last before the election of new 
GEAC officers, scheduled for the January meeting.

According to Lychenheim, resi¬ 
dents raised many issues at the 
meeting, including the speed 
limit, timing of the traffic light 
and the configuration of the third 
lane recently added. SHA is in¬ 
vestigating these concerns and 
seemed open to making changes 
to increase safety at the intersec¬ 
tion. 

The speed limit of 45 is war¬ 
ranted by the size, condition and 
use of the road, according to 
SHA, but they will consider 
whether it should be lowered, par¬ 
ticularly since there is a school 
zone there. In addition, they will 
look into ways to improve en¬ 
forcement of the speed limit, per¬ 
haps by authorizing the Green¬ 
belt police, who do not currently 
have jurisdiction, to set up radar 
in the area. 

The asymmetrical timing of 
the light at the intersection may 
also be changed. Motorists, par¬ 
ticularly those trying to turn 
left, assume that oncoming traf¬ 
fic has the same signals as they 
have. They may get “hung out 
to dry” if they try to turn when 
their light turns yellow, sine 
oncoming traffic still has a 
green. SHA’s Mills said they 
will look into adjusting the tim¬ 
ing of the light. 

Legislative Agenda 

The board drew up a draft 
“legislative agenda” for the new 
council season, containing items 
that member boards would like 
to see actively pursued by coun¬ 
cil. Representatives from each of 
the member boards present sug¬ 
gested items for inclusion. For 
each item, GEAC voted whether 
or not it should be included in 
the draft sent to the boards. The 
overall list will be presented to 
each member board for their ap¬ 
proval before GEAC adopts the 
final agenda for presentation to 
city council. 

The items included addressed 
specific issues within the genera 1 
topics of traffic safety, increased 
police coverage in Greenbelt 
East, parkland acquisition and 
development, infrastructure im¬ 
provements, and opposition to 
Sunrise development. Among the 
specific traffic safety issues 
were continued opposition to the 
completion of Mandan Road 
through to Brae Brooke and the 
installation of a traffic light at 
Hanover Parkway and Ora Glen 
Drive. Parkland issues included 
acquisition of the two school 
board properties on Mandan 
Road, urging the county council 
to adopt “land swan” legislation, 
inclusion of Greenbelt East in 
the city’s hiker/biker trail sys¬ 
tem and continued pressure for 
the development of Schrom Hills 
Park, 

Greenbrook Manor Update 
James Foy, who serves on the 
city Advisory Planning Board, 


APB took no position on these 
requests. 

The third request is to reduce 
the required distance between 
buildings from 60’ to a possible 
minimum of 20’ to allow for an¬ 
gling the buildings and enhanc¬ 
ing the aesthetics of the develop¬ 
ment, eliminating h “flat” ap¬ 
pearance. According - to Foy, the 
APB gave conditional approval 
to the distance reduction request, 
retaining its right to disagree 
at the time of site plan review. 

Zugby noted that, as a matter 
of policy, the Board of Appeals 
does not grant variances that 
are not needed, just to allow for 
the possibility that the design 
will not conform. The developer 
would need to show cause that 
the reduction to 20’ between 
buildings was necessary before 
the board would grant the var¬ 
iance. 

January Meeting 

On the agenda for the next 
meeting of GEAC will be the 
annual election of its officers: 
Chair, Vice-Chair, S e cr et ary and 
Treasurer. Zugby noted that he 
will be moving out of Greenbelt 
East, he hopes before that meet¬ 
ing. The meeting will be held at 
Greenbriar, on January 4, 1990.

Stream Slides 

A tour of the Anacostia River 
watershed via slide show was 
shown by Robert Boone of the 
Anacostia Watershed Society. 
His theme, illustrated again and 
again, was that the problems 
found in the little streams that 
feed into the Anacostia River 
affect the water quality and 
health of the river. 

First he showed that the 
streams in Greenbelt (north of 
Greenbelt Road) and Greenbelt 
Lake drain into Indian Creek 
next to Springhill Lake, and this 
drains into the Anacostia River 
(the river that flows by RFK 
Stadium), then it flows into the 
Potomac River and then into the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

A satellite photo of the Wash¬ 
ington area after a rainstorm 
showed sediment in the rivers 
flowing towards the Chesapeake 
Bay. This sediment, or tiny bits 
of soil and dirt in the water, 
comes from all over the drain¬ 
age area of the rivers. 

Boone showed numerous views 
of one source of the sediment— 
stream bank erosion. When it 
rains, huge amounts of rain wa¬ 
ter rush off the paved areas intr 
the streams. He showed a shot 
of a huge outflow pipe that car¬ 
ries the rain water off the 
Wheaton Plaza parking lots. The 
eroding power of this force is 
enormous, he pointed out, and he 
showed shot after shot of trees 
on stream banks with exposed 
roots. The trees were being un¬ 
dermined, he said. He showed a 
picture of a pipe the middle 
of a rocky stream bed. This pipe 
had been three feet under the 
stream bed 30 years ago, he 
pointed out. 

Boone showed a picture of a 
fish kill on the Anacostia River, 
something he said happens every 
summer. The water gets too hot 
to carry enough oxygen for the 
fish to survive. One source of 
this is stream channelization, he 
said, and showed streams running 
through cement-sided culverts. 
Boone maintained the channeliza¬ 
tion made streams sterile, dead 
and hot. 

He showed some problems near 
Metro construction sites on the 
Green Line. Near the Prince 
Georges Plaza site is a huge 
mound of dirt. All the water 
flows off the pile into one small 
settling pond, according to Boone, 
and it is not dredged out. 

Slides of construction n^ar 
where the Greenbelt Metro sta¬ 
tion will be showed dirt piles with 
no sediment barriers to keep the 
dirt from flowing into nearby 
wetlands, and a creek flowing 
between two dirt mounds. 

Erv Nase, president of the 
College Park Pilots Association 
also spoke at the meeting. He 
claimed that eventually a plane 
would hit a Metro train unless 
that section of the Metro line 
was depressed. He explained his 
group is not against Metro com¬ 
ing into College Park but wants 
the line depressed as it passes 
the airport. 

CFG business was discussed 
during the first part of the 
meeting.

ING A NEW SECTION 58A OF SAID CHARTER, 
AUTHORIZING THE CITY TO BORROW MONEY 
AND INCUR INDEBTEDNESS, FROM TIME TO TIME, 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF FINANCING THE ACQUI¬ 
SITION OF REAL PROPERTY LOCATED WITHIN 
THE GREENBELT HISTORIC DISTRICT AS LISTED 
ON THE NATIONAL REGISTER OF HISTORIC PLAC¬ 
ES, SUCH PROPERTY TO BE ACQUIRED FOR USE 
AS PARKS, OPEN SPACE AND/OR THE PRESERVA¬ 
TION OF THE CITY’S HISTORIC GREENBELT: PRO¬ 
VIDING THAT SUCH INDEBTEDNESS MAY BE SE¬ 
CURED BY A MORTGAGE, DEED OF TRUST, OR 
OTHER SECURITY INSTRUMENT CREATING A 
LIEN ON THE PROPERTY ACQUIRED: PROVIDING 
THAT THE POWERS CONFERRED BY THE SECTION 
NEW 58A SHALL BE ADDITIONAL; AND SUPPLE¬ 
MENTAL TO THE BORROWING POWERS GRANTED 
TO THE CITY ELSEWHERE IN THE CHARTER OF 
THE CITY AND BY GENERAL LAW; PROVIDING 
THAT THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 55 SHALL NOT 
BE APPLICABLE TO OBLIGATIONS ISSUED PUR¬

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

With the weather being as cold as it is, your vehicle may seem 
a little bit slower in reacting than it does when it is not so cold. 
A case in point is brakes and their operation with slush and melting 
snow. When you park your car for the night, all that stuff is 
still in its liquid state. Don't apply the parking brake. It may 
freeze and you won't move until it thaws out. 

As we all know, moisture is water and water freezes. Moisture 
does not belong in some of the fluids that our vehicles use. One 
is brake fluid. We have seen fairly new hydraulic wheel cylinders 
crack up because of frozen moisture. One way of avoiding this 
is annual brake fluid flushes. The way to determine brake fluid 
contamination is by color. Brake fluid should be clear or tan, 
but transparent. Any other color means contamination which 
could be troublesome.
